matter of crime In the United 
States and' urging the club mem­ 
bers to interest themselves In th( 
problem of suppressing criminal 
activities. Miss Graydon com­ 
mended the movement now 
foot to combat crime by preven­ 
tion through the   work of the 
juvenile courts, and other agencies 
sot up to ' work against law- 
breaking tendencies hy Influencing 
the youth ot the land Into le; 
dangerous channels. She sketched 
the history of crkne and the 
making of laws against crime 
from the beginning, bringing ou 
many interesting, though . llttl 
known facts. The public attitude 
toward crime has swung through 
the stages Of retribution, which 
meted out severe punishment for 
crime regardless of the characte: 
of the criminal, rehabilitation 
which leaned, far. In tho othe 
direction and sought to reform the 
individual regardless of .his crlmi 
and so in many cases presented 
too lenient an attitude, .down to 
the present day when experts 
law enforcement have turned to 
tho education' of tho youth a: 
more effective means Of stamping 
out crime.

In the juvenile, departments to­ 
day, normal young offenders are 
warned of, the consequences of 
their petty crimes, nnd urged Into 
safer channels, while those of 
defective mentality arc properly 
iegregated and cared for.

Miss Graydon urged the adop­ 
tion of uniform laws in thu 48 
tales covering major crimes, .the 

adoption of a system of cduca- 
i for police officers similar 
that now In use In the depart- 
nt of justice, and tho revision 
obsolete laws to make It less 

easy for the criminal to avoid tho
mscauences of his acts.
